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SAFETY  FIRST 

SAFETY  FIRST  is  a wonderful  thing.  Thousands  of  people  are  go- 
ing through  life  now  tapping  their  way  with  canes,  on  crutches,  in 
wheel  chairs  or  looking  at  the  daisies  from  the  wrong  direction  - all 
through  ignoring  simple  rules  of  Safety  First.  Often  the  victims  of 
accidents  are  not  at  fault  and  in  a case  like  that  it  is  easy  to  im- 
aging the  feelings  of  the  one  whose  carelessness  is  responsible. 

Deliberately  taking  unnecessary  chances  is  one  of  the  worst  of 
all  the  violations  of  the  Cardinal  Rules  of  Safety  First  - or  when 
you  boil  it  all  down  the  law  of  self-preservation.  Jumping  from 
moving  trucks,  carelessly  olacing  the  tail  gate  of  the  trucks  when 
using  them  for  steps,  working  with  sharp  erlged  tools  when  too  close 
to  others,  diving  into  water  of  unknown  depth  and  a thousand  other 
more  or  less  every  day  acts  increase  your  chance  of  getting  hurt  or' 
even  killed. 

You  may  have  plenty  of  confidence  in  your  self,  t^ut  the  law  of 
averages  proves  that  so.  many  peoole  are  injured  at  various  occupat- 
ions and  that  in  many  cases  it  was  neadless  and  could  have  been  a- 
voided.  You  and  I,  of  course,  have  jumped  off  running  boards  of 
cars  traveling  at  speeds  too  high  for  safety,  but  we  KNOW  HO?..  Sup- 
pose you  turn  your  ankle  on  a rock  and  make  a ''Chinese  thres-ooint 
landing".  That  we  would  call  "bad  luck".  But  it  would  be  just  the 
law  of  averages  claiming  it*s  share  of  the  "dopes"  who  pull  such 
foolish  stunts. 

Sven  if  you  are  able  to  violate  the  Safety  Rules  you  should 
still  consider  the  fact  that  some  other  "donkeys"  without  your  sense 
of  balance  and  agility  may  try!  the  same  thing  with  disastrous  re- 
sults. At  that,  your  conscience  might  not  bother  you  for  you  might 
feel  that  it  "served  him  right";  but  the  part  no  one  seems  to  consid- 
er is  thot  the  suffering  of  an  injured  fool  is  not  always  the  main 
thing  to  be  considered  for  the  family  or  dependants  suffer,  finani- 
cially,  if  not  otherwise— so  let's  not  set  a bad  example  for  the  ^ 
others.
